ed to leave Asuncion, and W ashburn 
turned the valuables over to the Ital 
ian Consul. 
An arm istice was signed and 
the 
Italian Consul returned a pait of the 
jewels to their owners. Then w arfare 
was resumed. 
Asuncion was shilled 
a lid 
the 
(x>nsul 
fled the country, 
sending the rem aining jewels to Rio 
de Janeiro. 
In 1H71 the Brazilian Government 
turned the jewels over to the United 
S tates legation at Rio. 
They rested 
there six years and were then sent t<> 
tlx* United S tates by the M inister. 
For 11 years the jewels rem ained in 
the vaults of the State D epartm ert. 
when they w ere forw arded 
to 
the 
American Minister to U ruguay, who 
was also accredited to Paraguay. The 
box was deposited in a 
Montevideo 
bank and has remained 
there 
ever 
since. 
N egotiations between this coi ntry 
and Paraguay over the jewels were 
carried 
on 
interm ittently 
for 
16 
years, but diplom ates w ere unalbe to 
come to an agreem ent. 
This country 
made one attem pt to return the jew- 1 
els to the ow ners or their heirs direct- i 
ly, but this action met with sim ilar 
failure. 
Although officials of the State De­ 
partm ent refuse to discuss the m at­ 
ter, it is satid th a t the jewels will be 
shortly returned to the Government 
of Paraguay. 
It is fu rther said that 
the expense of the negotiations
